The statistical returns of the Vul¬ 
can Municipal Hospital, District No.

Minutes of the last annual meeting 
and of the two special meetings held 
throughout the year were read and 
adopted, 

The financial statement for the year 
ending December 31st, 1936, was read 
by secretary-treasurer A. J. Flood. 
The statement showed assets totalling 
$17,531.01 and liabilities totalling 
$19,846.18. Exact cost of operation 
of the school for the year was $17,- 
128.42, E. G. McPherson, chairman df 
the board of trustees, in commenting 
on the statement said that while the 
board had spent $370.00 over the re¬ 
quisition they had still spent $169.00 
under the amount of collections. It 
was revealed that the Town of Vulcan 
had in trust account the sum of $6,- 
618.00 for school purposes. This will 
probably bring about a substantial re¬ 
duction in the rate of school taxes this 
year, Mr. McPherson said. The fin¬ 
ancial report was accepted on a mo- j 
tion by Mrs. Parslow and Mr. MacMil-

He claimed 
it showed a lack of interest in town 
affairs. At the meeting the auditor’s 
financial statement was read and re¬ 
ports were heard from the chairmen 
of the several committees that guide 
the town’s destiny during the course 
of the year.

Mayor King, in his report, briefly 
covered the year’s work by the coun¬ 
cil. He touched on local improvements 
—proposed work for the spring was 
suggested. He compared the mill rate 
since 1930, show-ing the reduction. 
Since 1930 the municipal rate had 
been reduced from Jj4.fi mills to 39 
mills, and the business tax from 75 
mills to 20 mills. Reductions this 
year were forecast by' Mayor King. 
Arrears of taxes were slightly higher 
last year than the year before, he said 
and pressure should be brought about 
to improve this condition. The rate¬ 
payers were asked their opinions on 
this subject. In speaking of school 
taxes he said that he believed that 
this tax should be paid as an income 
tax instead of a property tax. This 
change would eventually have to 
come, was his opinion.

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LARGER UMTS 

During the current week, when the Alberta Trustees 
Association meets, one of the main discussions will be the 
question of larger units for school administration. It is 
scarcely to be expected that trustees wilt view this propos¬ 
ed change much more favorably tnan have done in the past 
uenerai prejudice may not have altered greatly since Per¬ 
rin Baker, lormer Minister of Education, launched the idea 
some years ago. He met quite a storm of rebuff, and his 
ocheme laded into the background so far as actual legisla¬ 
tion was concerned. But it again iLoms as a matter i-ur im 
mediate study, because it ia lorecast as one of the bills to 
come beiore the present provincial legislature. 

Supporters of the plan of larger units in the province 
mcluue the Premier and Minister of Education, Hon. Wm. 
Aberhart, and educationists generally. Information from 
the Alberta Teachers’ Association favors the idea, and it 
would appear that inspectors of rural areas see great mer¬ 
it. It was also recommended by the representative group 
which was named by the previous government to go into 
the whole system of Alberta education. 

Turning to other parts of the world, it is evident that 
the large unit plaH is being adopted amongst forward 
looking nations. Two experimental areas in this province 
—those of Turner Valley and Berry Creek—have been ren¬ 
dered more efficient through the adoption of the system. 

Primarily the purpose of the bill seems to be in the in¬ 
terests of the boys and girls of the province, to ensure 
that all receive opportunity for elementary education ana 
that the costs be distributed more equitably. At present, 
educational taxes range all the way from one mill to fifty- 
eight mills, with startling variation even between adjoin¬ 
ing districts. • - 

Any impression that the general plan is a product of this 
government, is quite erroneous, except insofar as it is 
Being brought before the legislature this session by Prem¬ 
ier Aberhart. Larger units seem to be regarded as a neces 
sary and inevitable step toward bringing rural education 
co a parity with city schools. Scotland, England, New Zea¬ 
land, Australia and many parts of the United States have 
adopted the system. Other Canadian provinces are consid¬ 
ering it, and two at least of the provinces are in advance 
of Alberta in plans for adoption. 


SHEEP AND GOATS 


As forecast in former issues of this column, the world- 
issue of territorial division among the nations is nearing 
an acute stage. Speaking for the German people, Herr 
Goebbels w»rns the world that Germany’s colonial posses¬ 
sions are going to be repossessed, by force if necessary. 
Italy is attempting expansion by conquest and the prob¬ 
lem of negro segregation baffles present-day adjustment.' 
There being no prospect within a thousand years of attain¬ 
ing a Common standard of civilization among the races, 
it becomes increasingly imperative that ea(h should have 
for itself ample area for natural expansion and for pro¬ 
duction of needed food and industrial supplies. If con¬ 
flict is to be avoided, there must be not only a re-allot- 
ment. The goats and shefep must be separated. Leaving 
the problem for actual solution by higher powers, it is 
still permissable for us to speculate on the outcome. In¬ 
stead of the present geographical patchwork of dissimilar 
rival breeds, wrangling over territorial restrictions, it 
may be found possible, and advisable that the earth be 
redivided into wider areas or zones, adapted to the pecu¬ 
liar requirements of the several races with freedom as¬ 
sured to all in the use of waterways and other avenues 
of communication. The northern areas of the American 
continent might be profitably reserved for the British, 
Scandinavian and’French peoples. South America could 
accommodate the surplus population of Spain and Italy. 
All Southern Africa might well be restored to Germany 
and the northern part of the dark continent given over to 
the negro. Russia and Mongolia have ample area for all 
calculable time. This is an armchair solution of the prob¬ 
lem of world peace. It may look a little more complicated 
to the League of Nations.—Estevan Mercury.

There are approximately fifty 
thousand high school students who 
matriculate each year, but only about 
one student in a hundred can hope to 
win a scholarship, for in all Canada 
there are only 524 scholarships and 
their value is $107,790, or an average 
value of about $200. Of theae, Ontario 
gets the bulk, with 288 scholarships 
valued at $76,000. It is calculated that 
about one student in ten or twelve at 
university benefits from these schol¬ 
arships, and the average value is so 
small that they are not sufficient to 
put a student through school unless 
the family or friends are able to pro¬ 
vide the extra money needed. 1 ^ 

The proposal is therefore being 
made that the Dominion government 
should giant- one thousand National 
Scholarships each year, having a val¬ 
ue of $100. Free tuition would be 
provided at the university. The win¬ 
ners would be chosen front among 
those who, for lack of ftinds, could not 
continue their studies and yet have a 
sufficiently brilliant educational 
(ourse to warrant taking a university 
course. The plan is being supported 
by such men as Rt. Hon. yir Robert L 
Borden, war-time premier of Canada; 
ianon H. J. Cody, principal of Toron¬ 
to University, and Sir Edward Beatty 
president of the C.P.R. and chancellor 
of McGill University. 

Dr. H. 51. Tory, distinguished Can¬ 
adian scholur and economist, tins 
made a paneiul study of foreign na¬ 
tional scholarships, and reports that 
Kussiu, Japan, New Zealand, South 
Africa, Australia and other countries 
have such a system. New Zeal am if 
much smaller than Canada, both in 
area and population, devotes as much 
money to scholarships and bursaries 
as does Canada, while South Africa 
expends more. Russia leads the way 
n the number of scholarships and an¬ 
nually spends half a billion dollars for 
the training of her youth in science 
and roseurch* While Japan sends her 
brilliant scholars to the western world 
for training at a cost of much more 
than has ever been spent In Canada.
